Modem Types 



Two types of modems are Simultaneous Voice/Data (SVD) and non-SVD. A SVD modem allows you to talk to the 
patient on the telephone during communications, because it can transfer information and voice at the same time. 
Wth a non-SVD modem you cannot talk to the patient, because it can only transfer data during communications. 
The CAD D- Diplomat PC Communications System is designed to be used with a SVD modem, and this is the type 
of modem that may be purchased through SIMS Deftec. 

Both of these modem types can be internal, inside the computer case, or external, outside of the computer case. 
You will need to know what kind of modem you have to find the correct set of instructions. •

Connecting dir ectly to a Pump (Pump to PC) 
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Connecting directly to a pump (Pump to PC) 

If you want to run reports from a pump you have in your office, you can connect the pump to the PC directly using 
a Deltec Interface Cable and a NULL modem cable. The interlace cable allows connection between the pump 
and NULL Modem cable. The NULL modem cable, which allows the pump and the computer to connect without a 
modem, makes the modem null, or unnecessary. It attaches to the PC. 

1 . Connect the end of the N U LL modem cable wilh 9 pin holes to the serial port on the back of the computer 's 
central processing unit and tighten the screws . 

2. Connect the other end of the NULL modem cable to the end of the interface cable with 25 pins. 

3. Attach the other end to the "data in tout" jack on the pump. "Cable attached for Communications" appears on 
the pump screen. 

4. Press the ENTER key on the patients pump. The message " Connecting. .." appears on the patients pump ■ 
screen. 

5. On the main screen on PC Communications, press [Connect direct]. 

6 . The screen will display a window that shows each step of the connection process . When the connection 
process is complete, click on "OK." '"Communications Link" appears on the patient's pump screen when 
connected. 
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What happens during communications 

■ During communications, all screens from the patient's pump display on your PC. When you are viewing screens, 
the patient's delivery is not suspended. When the patient's pump is stopped and you are altering the program, 
the patient's delivery is suspended. 

The patient is unable to see the screens you are viewing and the changes you are making. Instead, the message 
"Communications Link Connected, Please War displays on the patient's purnp the entire time you are 
communicating.

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Preparing Patient for Communications 

You may want to call the patient before initiating communications to make sure the patient has the modem 
equipment properly set up. 

1 . Call the patient. 

2 . Instruct the patient how to set up the equipment tor communications : 

• Attach the phone cord to the modem's "phone" jack. 

• Attach the phone line wire from the modem's "phone line" jack to the wall phone jack. 

• Attach the interface cable to the "serial port' on the modem . 

NOTE: It the patient's pump is delivering at a high rate, it is recommended that they use an external power 
source during communications .
